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Wagner's New Opera,
A vcorrespondent of the l.a!qtlun Athenw o,
writing from Munich nnder date of Bepton-
ber 4, given the following account of Wag-

ner's lnst opera:—

1 wns present the otber evening at a full.
dresn rehearsal of Herr Wagner's Dos
Theingold, the Prologue to his three Nibe.
fangen operas. This rehearsal was, in most
respects, tantamonnt to a first performance
eluewhere; and was followed dnring some two-
and-a-half of the dreariest honrs which I ever
endured with an amount of readiness to ad.-
mire, and patience to listen, ereditable to the
good faith of all concerned, but therefors
none the less amazing, The Opera Orchestra
fn Munich, notoriously superb, had been
strengthened for the ocoasion, and included
many barps. By a new arrangement it was
sunk ont of sight, the traditional foot-lights
keing also removed. Both innovations seemead
to me open to question. The stage was too
dork: the secompaniments, at the back of the
parterre, sounded weak, wiry, and ill-balanced.
The harps were no more potent than so many
goats would bave beon,

But the world had been promised seenic
effects of exquisite fantasy. The oponing
goene of Dus Rieingold 1% the bed of the
Rhine, where three swimming nymphs of the
strenm are discovered as wheeling npwards
and downwards, in guard of the mysterious
golden treasure, As n slage eaffect, this
would be, under the best of conditions, ob-
vionsly extravagant—need it to be said, im-
possible 7 Yet the solution of a similar difi-
oulty was infinitely better effocted at the
Grand Opern of Paris, some thirty-five yoars
ago, when Taglioni danced so exquisitely to
Adolphe Adam's charming music, in La W,
die Danrde, The subseqgnent scenes, including
a final one with a practicsble rainbow, low
to earth. and intended for persons to mount
by way of tabloau, were pleturesque enough;
but ]._\'- those who recollagt analogons displays
at Berlin, Paris, and—Iast, notl least—Lon-
don, it could not be necepted as either amaz-
ing or probable, It isx needful to dwell on
thesa f;]."l!-:. becanse Lo congider them becomes
a just necessity, when a soenic whole, ex-
hibited by one who has more impudently sati-
rized his predecessors than any one pretend-
ing to the name of musical artist has done be-
fore him—nnd who has professad toinaugurate
a new ern—is paraded hefore the public. Hepr
Wagner's dreams of shows, which were to
carry off the ancient legend, monstrous and
dull as arranged by him (yet not without a
certain amount of grim, oll-world poetry in
its idea), and music such as he is capable of
making, have not—alas the day! — been
realized,

Everybody concérnad in ire of the
rehearsal und the postponement of the perform-
ance is of course to hlinw—save the arrogant
author. But the work in itself, apart from nll
its {rappings sod puddings and pulfs prelimi-
nary, and enthusiasm wronght np to a fever
heat by the herd ready to wonder, “with a
foolish face of praise.” al any long-beardod
prtaplwt or sepulchral seer who 18 able, by
force of bruss, to get u hearing and a patron
—what is the work, when it is dispassionately
considered ¥ Let it be granted that the NVi-
belungen Lied offers matter for three sepa-
rate and consecutive musical dramas, to be
performed on as many successive evenings,
after a tirst or I'I'['(‘f!l*ll]“‘,' one has hean devoted
to Das Rhelugold, 'This is a concession,
on the one hand, tolerably sweeping; while,
on the other, snch a grant inevitably limits
the presentation of the unwieldy marvel.

Dax Riweingold consists of {onr seenes —the
first framing three swimming and singing
nymphs, who caracole up and down the hill-
peaks at the bottom of the Rhine, with pain-
fully acrobutic gestures, to a gibberish of
vowel-sounds, recalling similar cries in the
Faust of Berlioz, and—prel pudor/—the
barking dogs in M. Offenbach's Bof Barkouf!
After this water-musie enters the hero, to the
following euphoniouns line—

The entire Lbretto is wrought out in lan-
gunge varying between such hideons caco-
phony as the above and a enphuistic allitera-

more than once postponed, bad drawn to-

ether a large and intsllipant nadience of
tilottanti artists nnd orities, some from places
as far n-fleld as London, Paris and Florence,
proud to get admiseion to the rehearsal, and
the majority, at lonst, dispesed to bolieve and
novept whatever the archimuge of modern
German opera might vouchsafe to set before
them. Curions it was to observe how the
most fervent of the congregation began to
ghrink and to look anxionkly hither
and thither as ‘‘the allegory” at the
bottom of the Ithine was m;I}:'-lrlml ~1 1Y,
ghould I not rather say, enveloped in fresh
mystery? Thoe was a wenk attomol
at moribund enthusiasm whon all was over;
but this was ns sigoiftcently transient as it was
weak. Bubsequently the faithinl have made
some attempt (o rally in nooks and corners by
the declaration, ns old as theatvical defent
that the work had beon too hustily prmlut-m)l
and unfairly treated. Who does not know
such imputations and defenses by heart ¥ 1
rocollect an old mmatenr player belonging to
8 quartette not unlike that of ‘*“Monsieur Pat-
tier,” whimsically deseribed by Panl de Rock,
who, when his l'\'eniug'n work wis over, took
off his speotacles, wiped s forehead, and
sadly said, “Hud there not been & cobweb in
my violoneello I shonld have henrd
hettar.”

Cobweb or no cobweb, however, the and of
the whole absuirdity was that, subsequoent to
this Yehearsal, the production of Fhas Whedn-
gold did not take place nsadvertised. For the
utter absence of auything like cordinlity at
the rehearsal on the part of the andience,
“packed"” as it wes, somse reason must needs
be given, and Horr Richter ix snid to have
pleaded for wmore rehiearsul, being seconded by
telegraphic instructions to that effect for the
mmsie, or the musice did not fit the seenery, or
the actors failed to amt I”’"l”"'],"' where there
is nt'llhi]iH to nck), or fo sing correctly
music (in every seane of whieh a hundrad
false notes, more or less, wonld make not tie
slightest difference.) Thus ran the excuses,
after ten weeks' intense and ardaous prepara-
tion! To this n peromptory refusal was re-
turned by the Court manager of the theatre,
Baron von Pertall, and, it may be presumed
with the consent of Herr Wagner's “‘kingly
friend”"—Herr Richter was, on the spot,
suspended, and, to my certain knowledgs,
half a dozen Wepempeisters, who had beon
drigen to Munich by cariosity, were tempted

successor has hitherto done by his champion-

As the aboye paragraphis now going the ronads
of the papers, and has found its way ioto
the columus of several usunlly well-informed
journals, we think it thme to ceorrect its mis-
statements. SirWalter's fmnily isnot extinet, nor
is his loved domiuin going to decay. Abbotsford,
when we visited it, was Inthemost perfectorder:
and a friend, who was there inJuly, writes to us
that the grounds bave been beautified and im-
proved in various ways, since bis previous visit
during the siunmer of 1855, The only change
made in this most interesting medipval mansion,

Sehott & Co, ) will hear with amazement that
persons of no mean authority promised that
LDas Rleingold was to reveal an -entire change
in it master’'s manner, that the work was
of the simplest possible structure, and full
of intelligible melody. 8o far from this
being the case, all who refuse to surrender
themselves to the insanities of the hounr
must agree that the scanty and spare and
stale melodie phrases which it contains,
foisted on the publie by feeble and infated
efforts at orchestral intricacy, are compli-
cated and worked fo death with a persistency
which, if found in the work of an old master,
would call forth an outpouring of the vials of
vitriolic sarcasm by these new prophets and
their fanaticnl congregations,

The opening prelude, howeyer, on a maagre
four-bar phrase may e suid to prodogs a
monotonoust and flowing water-effect by its
repetition and climax. There is a stately
entrance for the bass voice at the sepond
secene. The nppearance of the Rhive
pymphs is annomueed by a phrase judi-
clously borrowed from  Mendelssohu's
Mlusine overlure, Later, in the wusic for
the Giants, Meyerbeer's resuscitation of
the Nuns in Ieberd, with its peculiar 0.8
rhythm, bhas been no less ecoolly appro.

Her sister  Sophin
dled four vears afterwards, in May, 1837, When
Lockhart concludedhis Lite of his father-in-law,
he sald:—*There remain of Sir Walter's race
only Lis two sons, Walter, his snccessor in the
baronetey, majordn the 15th Regiment of Hus-
sars, und Obarles, a clerk In the ofiice of her
Majesty's Bacretnry of State for Forelgn Affuirs,
with two children left by their sister Sophia—a
boy and a girl.,” Charies died o few years nfter
Mrs. Lockhart. leaving his elder brother Wadter
to perpetuate the nuame of the author of
“Waverley.,” Walter was six feet one, and as
handsome a fellow as ever put foot in a stirrup.

He married, but died at the Cape of Good
Hope, in 1547, without Issue, Lieu-
tenani-Colonel =ir Walter  Scott, Bart.,
was stuceeeded by Walter Scott  Lockhnrt,
u cornet in the [Geh Lancers, the only son of the
editor of the Quarieniy Revigw, and the only
grandson of the great author, He, wo, pasaed

wway childless juny yoears ago, and was suc-
cooded by his sister Charlotte, wife of James
Hope, the eminent parvliamentary connsel, who
toak the nmne of Scott on the death of his bro-
ther-in-law, Walter 8Seott Lockhart.  Mary
Monica Hope Beatt, o fale-haired, blue-oyed girl,
whose next birthdny will occur on the Gth ot
October, when she will be seventeen yeads of
age, is the sol¢ survivor of the Scotts of Ab-
botsford, her mother baving passed away, n few
summers sinee, to joln two of her ehildren who
precoded her to

Where angela walk and seraphs are the wardans,
leaving this falr youpg girl as the only repre-
sentative of all that noble race.  Mr. Hope Scott
has since murried a doughtor of the Duke of
Norfolk. and erceted the Remish chapel, he and
Lis wife helng mumberg of that Clarch, Miss
Scotl, the great-grandeblld of Bir Walter by the
femnle side, is the heiress of Abbotsford house
and estate, her fnther belog merely the admiols-
trator, In respect to Lhe property, al present,
Should Mary Monics marry, her husbiaod must
take the nnme of Scott; and, shonld she. die
without issue, then the property, but not the
title, which is now cxtinet, will revert to the
nephews of 8ir Walter, sons of hia elder brother
Thomas, who resige in Canada. Thus, although
there Is no hope of founding & fumily In the
direct male Lne, thero may yet exlst a lonyg line
of Scotts of Abbotsford.

Strange and sad 18 the faiality which has at-
tended the fumily of the modern Bhakespearc.

According to the Laneet, a plan has bheen
generally adopted in France of placing bibies
in brani. An ordinary cradle is filled with
common bran, a hair pillow is put in, and
then the bran is moved aside with the hands
until o “hollow” is formed the size of the
child's bady. 'The infant divestad of every-
thing below the waist, and having s little
bodice or eape above that, is then placed in
the bran, and its body complétely covered
with it, exactly as mny be seen at the senside
at the present time, where children play at
burying one another in the sand, A light
coverlet or counterpane is finally placed above
all, and the baby is in bed for the night. The
two great advantages connected with bLran
are stated to be its particular cleanliness, and
the very pleasant and equable temperature
which it maintains abont the infant's body.
There seerns to be no good reason why the
privilege of sleeping in bran, if it possesses
these advantages, shonld be conlined to the
small and noisier portion of humanity, Bran
might be used instend of bedding in casnal
wards, night refuges, common lodging-houses,
and indeed would be far prefernble to the
dirty, uncomfortable beds to be found in full
perfection at seaside lodgings. FPerhaps the
day is not far distant when the sojourner at
the seaside will take with his carpet-bag a
folding box and a bag of bran, and bid de-
finnee to dirt, fleas, and infection.

—Tree and serpent worshipmustbe very in-
convenient at times, more especially the lat
ter. In a letter from Bishop Crowther, we
have an acconnt of the extent to which it
prevails at Brass, a station of the Niger mis-
sion. ‘‘No ponltry,” the Bishop says, “*can
be reared on acconunt of the suake cobra, a
species of boa constrictor, which is held
sacred here by the people. Not to be killed
becanse sacred, they become possessors of
the bushes, and prove a great annoyance and
nuisance to the country. They very olten
visited the ponltry coops at night, and swal-
lowed as many as they wanted: 1n consequence
of which no poultry conld be kept, either by
the natives themselves, or by the supercargoes
in their establishmenfs on shore: neither
goats, sheep, nor small pigs escaped them.
Thus the country is literally fmpoverished
by them. I myself wasan cye-witness of ouo
of these instances of late at the establishmaent
of the Comipany of the African Merchants, on
the 18th of October, and two of these rep-
tiles had to be removed by their devotees,
after they had devonred seven fowls frow the
kitechen, leaving

the creatnres, becanse, by the treaty, he
would be fined one puncheon of palm oil in
value; at the same time the treaty made no
provision for compensation to the sufferers of
their stock,” To support this superstitio
